Board of Public Service Votes 
to Recommend Action Ap- 
proved by Kiel and Nolte. 


WALL FAVORS INCREASE 


Estimated That Cutting Off 10 
Per Cent Allowance Will In- 
crease Revenues $250,000. 


The Board of Public Service today 
voted to recommend an amendment 
to existing and pending water rates 
ordinances so as to abolish the 10 
per cent discount which: for several] 
years the city has been allowing con- 
sumers for prompt payment of their 
bills. 

It was said that the withdrawal of 
the discount privilege would add 
$250,000 a year to the revenues of 
the Water Department. 

No action was taken on the rec- 
Ommendation of Water Commission- 
er Wall that a 25 per cent increase 
in water rates be made. Wall will 
appear before the Utilities Commit- 
tee of the Board of Aldermen to- 
morrow afternoon and urge that the 
amendment for abolishing the dis- 
count be incorporated in the water 
rates bill now pending. 

Approved by Mayor. 

The plan to abolish the discount 
was approved by Mayor Kiel and 
Comptroller Nolte. Secretary Find- 
ley said the board took the view that 
the inauguration of the discount sys- 
tem was in effect a lowering of the 
rate, and that its abolition would be 
only a restoration of the legal rate 
and the withdrawing of a privilege 
which the city had voluntarily grant- 
ed to those of its consumers: who 
paid promptly. 

Commissioner Wall told the board 
that the present net revenue from 
water rates was $2,300,000 a year, 
and that this was less than the esti- 
mated cost of operation for the com- 
ing year, because of the high cost of 
all materials which must be used in 
construction and maintenance.

ORDERED INTERNED 
AS ENEMY ALIEN 


Woman Proprietor of Rooming 
House Caused Barred Zone 
Permit to Be Withheld. 


William H. Busch, 53 years old, of 
611 North Vandeventer avenue, a 
waiter, was arrested by the United 
States Marshal today on an order 
from the Attorney-General’s office 
in Washington that he should be in- 
terned for the period of the war. 

Busch is an enemy alien. He ap- 
plied for a permit to enter barred 
zones, but his application was still 
pending when the woman proprietor 
of the rooming house where he lived 
gave information which caused the 
permit to be withheld. The name of 
is not made public in 
connection with the case. 

She called at the Marshal's office 
this morning and told of a remark 
made by Busch. According to her 
account, Busch told her he was go- 
ing to move and she reminded him 
that as an enemy alien he should re- 
port his intention to the police. His 
reply, she said, was: ‘To hell with 


/the police ‘and to hell with America. 


The first chance I gt I am going 
back to Grmany and help them lick 
everybody.” 

Deputy Marsha] Klein, in charge of 
enemy alien pigrmits, wired this in- 
formation to the Attorney-General’s 
office and the order for internment 
came within a few hours. 

Busch was taken to the city jail. 
Later he will be taken to Jefferson 
Barracks and from there to an in- 
ternment camp. He told Klein he 
came to the United States in July, 
1914, as a tourist. The war starteda 
short time later and he’was unable to 
return. He is a native of Dielefeld, 
Westphalia, and says he owned a pa- 
per box factory there.

. WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Feb. 27 (By A. P.).— 
Three American soldiers were Killed 
and nine badly ‘“‘gassed” in two for- 
midable gas attacks with projectors 
made by the Germans on American 
positions on the Toul sector early 
this morning. the enemy. aiso 
heavily. bombarded the American 
batteries with gas smear but with- 
out result. 

Only the excellent preparatory 
' training in quickness by the Ameri- 
can troops prevented the projector 
attacks, the’ first . experienced. by 
them, from causing more casual- 
ties. 

The attacks were made within 190 
minutes of each other and were di- 
rected at a certain wood. Seventy- 
five eight-inch shells of 80 per cent 
gas and 20 high explosive shells were 
fired from German Minenwerfers. 
The flight of the projectiles was 
traced through the air, gas shéls 
bursting in the air and the high ex- 
plosive detonating when they came 


in contact with the earth. Large 


fragments ef shells flew from both 
missilés. — 

The gas caught some of the men 
before they were able to adjust their 
masks and overcame others while 
they. were asleep in dugouts. 

Artillery Retallates. 

The American artillery Monday re- 
taHated against the German artillery 
which had been shelling them, but 
which, notwithstanding the intensity 
of the fire, did no damage and 
wounded only one man. 

The Americans began by shelling 
Mont Sec, where buildings were de- 
stroyed. They also effectively shot 
up @ large working party in a dug- 
out.

LARGEST WOODEN STEAMER EVER 
BUILT LAUNCHED AT TEXAS PORT 


Vessel 330 Feet Long, of 4700 Tons, | 
Constructed at Orange for Cu- 
nard Steamship Co. 

ORANGE, Tex., Feb. 27 (By A. 
P.).—The largest wooden steamship 
ever: built was launched on the Sa- 
bine River here today, just five 
months after its keel was laid. The 
steamship was built for the Cunard 
Steamship Co. of Liverpool and de- 
signed by A. A. Daugharty, formerly 
of New York. Its dimensions are: 
Length, 330 feet; beam, 48 feet; 
molded depth, 27 feet. It will have 
a carrying capacity of 4700 tons, and 
will be equipped with triple expan- 
sion engines of 1450 horsepower. It 
contains ‘more than two and a half

LONDON, Feb. 27 (By A. P.).— 
The Russian revolution will defend 
itself against Germany, says an of- 
ficial Russian statement sent out by 
wireless and which announces that 
Germany has refused to grant an 
armistiee. The announcement reads: 

“A peace delegation is now on the 
way to Brest-Litovsk. We expect 
any moment news that it has arrived 
at the place appointed for peace ne- 
gotiations, but there is no armistice. 
The German Governmept has for- 
mally refused an armisfice and Ger- 
man detchments continue to ad- 
vance. 

“We are prepared to sign their 
peace of, usurpation. We have al- 
ready declared this, but there are 
many indications that the German 
Imperialists do not desire peace at 
the present’ moment, but rather an 
immediate strangling of the work- 
men’s and peasants’ revolution. 

Government Ready to Move. 

“Resistance to the German hordes 
thus becomes the principal task of 
the revolution—brave, heroic, obsti- 
nate and pitiless resistance. KEvery 
position, every railway station, ev- 
ery locomotive must be defended. 
Every possible obstacle must be put 
in the way of the enemy. Even 
Petrograd itself, which is still far 
distant, can no way decide the des- 
tiny of the revolution. The Govern- 
ment of the people’s commissaries 
can: ahd if needs be must retreat, 
must gather its forces and must ap- 


peal to the country to use its whole 
strength for the defense of the revo- 
lution. Should the threat tu Petro- 
grad increase, the Government will 
remove to Moscow or any other city 
of Ruasia. 

“It- Germany's plundering raid 
should advance, the task of the Gov- 
ernment would be to destroy the pos- 
sibility of a simultaneous catastro- 
phic decision by the Germans, 
are attempting to crush the author- 
ity of the councils and are in search 
of it on the routes leading to Petro- 
grad. ’ 

“We will bar these routes by ev- 
erything we can interpose as 0 
cles. This, at the moment, is the prin- 
cipal task of the heroic Petrograd 
proletariat and its revolutionary 
staff. But at the same time we must 
act in such a manner that the Ger- 
man Generals may declare they rec- 
ognize the authority of the councils, 
not only in Petrograd; but through- 
out the whole country, north, south 
and. on both sides of the Urals. Even 
if they think they can reach Petro- 
grad by a mere military promenade, 
we will prove to them that they will 


-have to disperse themselves all over 


Russia before they can reach and 
crush the authority of the councils. 

‘Will they have adequate forces to 
carry eut such a task if we defend 
ourselves heroically? No. They 
never will have forces enough. Such 
an enterprise inevitably will resolve 
itself into an adventure and will fail.

U.S. Rebuilding Railways 
in France on a Scale to 
Care for A rmy of 2,000, 000 


Gigantic Task Under Way. Directed by Men| 
W ho Earned High Salaries at Home—Tracks 
Rebuilt and Rolling Stock Supplanted.

SOMEWHERE IN FRANCE, Feb. 
| 6.—Now that Secretary Baker has 
‘announced that we-have men in the 
trenches of a certain sector on the

of censorship to state that to get’ 
these men to the western front it 
was necessary to transport them 
from the seacoast, across the repub- 
lic of France, and the soldiers in re- 
serve are not very far behind them. 
Our troops are billeted in towns or in 
barracks in a widespread area back 
of the fighting lines of communica- 
tion, permitting of the quickest pos- 
sible movement of units. 

The movement of the troops after 
they had landed from’ their 3000- 
mile sea voyage was a comparatively 
simple matter, even under conditions 
of congested transportation 
exists on the French railways.

had spent some _ time in the rest 
camps in the ports of debarkation 
or the vicinity of these ports and sent 
along. Their progress was slow, but 
they eventually reached the points 
to which they had been assigned.

The first clause says that each 
part of-the final settlement must 
be based upon the essential! justice 
of that particular case and upon 
such adjustments as are most like- 
ly to bring erred that will be per- 
manent. 

Who would cinibindinat this? The 
phrase coined by the great father 
of the church, Augustine, 1500 


years ago—‘Justitia Fundamentum . 


Regnorum’—is still valid today. 
Certain it is that only peace based 
in all its parts on the principles of 
justice has a prospect of endur- 
ance. 

Assents to Second Clause. 


The second clause expresses the 
desire that peoples and provinces 
Shall not be bartered about from 
sovereignty to sovereignty as if 
they were mere chattels and pawns 
in a game, even the great game, 
now forever discredited of the bal- 
ance of power. 

This clause, too, can be uncon- 
ditionally assented to. Indeed, 
one wonders that the President of 
the United States considered it nec- 
essary to emphasize it anew. Thig¢ 
clause contains a polemic against 
conditions long vanished, views. 
against cabinet politics and cab- 
inet wars, against mixing territory 
and princely and private property, 
which belong to a paSt that is far 
behind us. 

I do not want to be discourteous, 
but when one remembers the 
earlier utterances of President 
Wilson, one might think he is la- 
boring under the _ illusion |. that 
there exists in Germany an antag- 
onism between an autocratic Gov- 
ernment and a mass of people 
without rights. 

And yet President Wilson knows 
—as, at any rate, the German edi- 
tion of his book on the state 
proves—German political litera- 
ture, and he knows, therefore, 
that with us Princes and Govern- 
ments are the highest members of 


the nation as a whole, organized 


in‘ the form of a state; the high- 
est members, with whom the final 
decision lies. But seeing that they 


also, as the supreme organs belong 


to the whole, the decision is of 
such a nature that only the wel- 
fare of the whole is the guiding life 
for a decision to be taken. It may 
be useful expressly to point this 
out to Presidént Wilson's country- 
men. 

England Invented. Principle. 

Then, finally, at the close of the 
second clause, the game of the bal- 
ance of power is declared to be 
forever discredited. We, too, can 
only gladly applaud. As is well 
known, it was England who _in- 
vented the principle of the main- 
tenance of the balance of power, 
in order especially to apply it 
when one of the states on the Eu- 
ropean continent threatened toé'be- 
come too powerful for her. If was 
only another expression for En- 


§ plication of 


therefore . 


in the interest and for the benefit 
of the populations concerned and 
not as part of any mere adjust- 
ment or compromise of claims 
among rival states, is only the ap- 
the foregoing in a 
definite direction or a deduction 
from it and is therefore included 


-in thé assent given to that clause. 


Now, in the fourth clause, he 
demands that all weii-defined na- 
tional asptrations shall be accorded 
the utmost satisfaction that can 
be accorded them without intro- 
ducing new or perpetuating old 
elements of discord and antagon- 
ism that would be likely. in time 
to break the peace of Europe and, 
consequently, of the world. Here, 


' also, I can give assent in princi- 


ple, and I declare, therefore, with 
Président Wilson, that a general 
peace on such a basis is discugsa- 
ble. 

Only one reservation is to be 
made. These principles must not 
be proposed by the President of 
the United States alone, but they 
must be also recognized definitely 
by all states and nations. Presi- 


dent Wilson, who reproaches the - 


German Chancellor with a certain 
amount of backwardness, seems to 
me in his flight of idéas to have 
hurried far in advance of existing 
realities. 

Certainly, a league of nations 
erected upon justice and mutual 
unselfish appreciation, a condition 
of humanity in which war, togeth- 
er with all that remains of the 
barbarism, should have completely 
disappeared and in which there 
should be no bloody sacrifices, no 
self-mutilation of peoples, no de- 
struction of laboriously acquired 
cultural values—that would be an 
aim deyoutly to be désired. 

Aim Not Reached. 


But that aim has not been 
reached. There does not yet exist 
a court of arbitration set up by 
all nations for the safeguarding of 
peace in the name of justice. 
When President Wilson incidental- 
ly says that the German Chancel- 
lor is speaking to the court of 
the entire world, I must, as things 
stand today in the name of the 
German empire ana her allies, 
decline this court as prejudiced, 
joyfully as I would greet it, if an 
impartial court of arbitratfon ex- 
isted and gladly as I would co- 
operate to realize such ideals. 

Unfortunately, however, there is 
no trace of a similar state of mind 
on the part of the leading Powers 
in the Entente. England’s war 
aims, as recently expressed in 
Lloyd George’s speeches, are stfill 
thoroughly imperialistic and want 
to impose on the world a peace 
according to England’s’' good 
pleasure. When England talks 
about pegple’s right of self-deter- 
mination she does not think of ap- 
plying the principle to Ireland, 
Egypt or India. 

Do Not Desire Conquest. 


Declaring that the new German 
operations against Russia were 
taken at the request of the popu- 
lations to restote order and that 
they did not aim at conquests, 
the Chancellor continued: 

Our war aims from the begin- 


ning were the defense of the fa- 


therland, the maintenance of our 
tefritorial. integrity and.the free- 
dom of our economic  develop- 
ment. Our warfare, even where 
it must be aggressive in action, is 
defensive in aim. I lay especial 
stress upon that just now in order 
that no misunderstandings shall 
arise about our operations in the 
East. Their sole aim is to secure 
the fruits of our peace with 
Ukraine. 

We do not intend to establish 
ourselves, for example, in Estho- 
nia or Livonia. In Courland and 
Lithuania our chief object is to 
create organs of self-determina- 
tion and self-administration. Our 
military action, however, has pro- 
duced a success far exceeding the 
original aim. 

News was received yesterday 
Petrograd had accepted our condi- 
tions and sent its. representatives 
to Brest-Litovsk for further nego- 
tiations. Accordingly, our dele- 
gates traveled thither last evening. 
It is possible that there will still 
be dispute about the details, but 
the main thing has been achieved. 
The will to peace has been ex- 
pressly announced from the Rus- 
sian side, while the conditions 
have been accepted and the con- 
clusion of peace must ensue within 
a very short time. 

After the breaking off of peace 
negotiations by the Russian dele- 
gation Feb. 10 we had a free hand

With regard to Rumania, too, the 
guiding principle will be that we 
must and desire to convert into 
friends the states with which on 
the basis of the success of our 
arms we now conclude peace. 
Word Regarding Poland. 

I will say a word regarding Po- 
land, in behalf of whom the En- 
tente and President Wilson have 
recently appeared specially to in- 
terest themselves, as a well-known 
country liberated from oppressive 
dependents of £zaristic Russia by 
the United forces of Germany_,and 
Austria-Hungary for the purpose 
of establishing an independent 
State, which, in unrestricted de- 
velopment of its national culture, 
shall at the same time become a 
pillar of peace in Europe. 

The constitutional problem—in 
the narrower sense the question 
what Constitution the new State 
.shall receive—could not, as. is 
easily understood, be easily de- 
cided, and is still in stage of ex- 
haustive discussion between the 
three countries concerned. A fresh 
difficulty has been added to the 
many difficulties which have in 
this connection to be overcome, 
difficulties especially in the eco- 
nomic domain in consequence of 
the collapse of old Russia. This 
difficulty results from the delimi- 
tation of the frontier between the 
new State and adjacent Russian 
territory. For this réason’ the 
news of peace with the Ukraine at 
first evoked great uneasiness in 
Poland. I hope, however, that 
with goodwill and proper regard 
to the ethnological conditions, a 
compromise on the claims will be 
reached. The announced inten- 
tion to. make a serious attempt in 
this direction has greatly calmed 
Polish circles. 

In the regulation,of the frontier 
question only what is indispensa- 
ble on military grounds will be de- 
manded on Germany’s part. 

Regarding Poland, that country, 
as we know, was freed by Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary from 
oppressive dependence, with the 
intention of calling an independ- 
ent state into existence. The con- 
stitutional problem, in a narrow 
sense, fis still in the stage of ex- 
haustive discussion between the 
three countries concerned. Peace 
with Ukraine at first produced 
great unrest in Poland. I hope, 
however, that with good will a 
compromise on the conflicting 
claims will be reached. In the set- 
tlement we are demanding only 
what is indispensable from a mili- 
tary point of view. 

Fighting for Territory. 

The entente are fighting for the 
acquisition of porttons of Austro- 
Hungarian territory by Italy and 
for the severance of: Palestine, 
Syria and Arabia from the Turk- 
ish empire. England hopes by the 
creation of a dependent protec- 
torate to annext new portions of 
territory to the British empire and 
to increase and round off the 
British possessions, especially in 
Africa. England has particularly 
cast an eye on portions of Turk- 
ish territory. She has suddenly 
discovered an  affectton for the 
Arabians, and she hopes by util- 
izing the Arabians to annex fresh 
territories to the British empire, 
perhaps by the creation of a pro- 
tectorate dependent upon British 
domfnation. 

That the colonial wars of En- 
gland are directed at increasing 
and rounding out ‘the enormous 
British possessions, particularly in 


Africa, has been repeatedly stated 
by British statesmen. 


In the face of this policy entente 
statesmen dare to represent Ger- 
many as the disturber of peace, 
who in the interest.of world peace 
must be confined within the nar- 
rowest bounds. By a system, of lies 
and calumny they endeavor to in- 
stigate their own people and neu- 
tral countries against the Central 
Powers and to disturb 
countries with the specter of the 
violation of neutrality by Germany. 

Regarding the intrigues recently 
carried on in Switzerland we never 

thought, nor will we think, of as- 
sailing Swiss neutrality. We are 
much indebted to Switzerland. We 
express gratitude to her, Holland, 
the Scandinavian eountries and 
Spain, who by her geographical po- 
sition is exposed to especial diffi- 
culties and no less to the extra Eu- 
ropean countries, which have not 
entered the war, for their manly 
attitude in that despite all tempta- 
tions and oppressions, they pre- 
serve their neutrality. 


The world yearns for peace and 
desires nothing more than that the 
sufferings of war under which it 
groans should come to an end. But 
the Governments of the enemy 
states contrive ever anew to stir 
the war fury among their peoples. 
A continuation of the war to the 
utmost was, so far as has trans- 
pired, the -most recent watehword 
issued by the conference of Ver- 
sailles and in the English . Pre- 
mier’s speeches it again finds loud 
echo. There are, however, othe: 
voices to be heard in England; it 
is to be hoped that these voices will 
multiply. 

The world now stands before the 
final decision. Either our enemies 
will decide to conclude peace— 
they know on what conditions we 
are ready to begin a discussion—or 
they will continue the insanity by 
their criminal war of conquest. 

Our people will hold out fur- 
ther, but the blood of the fallen,

Previous to 1914——Expenses 


$34,800 Was Used in Fighting 
Rate Reductions as Advocated 
byAlabama Governor. 


—Milton H. Smith, president of the 
Louisville & Nashville railway, has 
admitted before the Interstate Com- 
imerce Commission that his company 
had made a number of expenditures 
for political purposes in Southern 
states before 1915. 


In a deposition made public by the 
commission, Smith answered catego- 
rically nine questions relating to po- 
litical expenditurés to which he re- 
fused replies when under examina- 
tion by Joseph W. Folk, former chief 
counsel of the contmission, during the 
public inquiry in May, 1916. 


that the commission had ‘authority 
to inquire into practically all expendi- 
tures of a railway company. 

Smith referred specifically in his 
deposition given Feb. 4 at Louisville 
to four items of expense:

The inquiry will not be carried 
further, owing to the changed status

Advice to Unskilled Workers. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

“A Worker's Complaint” in your issue 
of Feb. 8 over the signature L, R, M., who 
had his wage cut from $3.50 and more per 
day to 20 cents per hour, and who accept- 
ed this reduction because he “needed the 
money,” also a letter from J, Morton in 
the issue of Feb, 12, are truly indicative of 
a deplorable condition. 

An analysis of these two appeals for a 
living wage does not divulge to us conclu- 
sively wherein may lie the reason for these 
extremely conservative rates of compensa- 
tion, and I would suggest that so long as 
such men accept work at such wages, just 
so long will these wages be paid. 

It does not appear that the employers 
alone fire to blame, for it has been dem- 
onstrated repeatedly that a low rate of 
wages does not mean a low cost per unit 
of finished product, and so long as a 
worker shows no sign of.being actually 
worth more to his emplayer than he is re- 
ceiving, he is not likely to *have his wage 
vviuntarily increased, 

Considering the amount of compctition 
in the labor market today and the diffi- 
cult: in securing .ober, competent work- 
men, it is inconceivable why any man with 
ordinary intellect should work for a miser- 


THE UNITED RAILWAYS CRISIS. 

What is the wisest way in which to meet the 
appeal of the Federal administration to keep the 
public utilities going with a maximum of effici- 
ency in order that the war industries and essen- 
tial business shall not be interrupted? 

The necessity is admitted. The great increase 
in the cost of material and labor is admitted. On 
the other hand, it is recognized that the debili- 
}tated condition of many public utilities, due to 
looting financial policies and mismanagement, is 
the principal contributing cause of collapse. But 
even the public utilities that have been put on a 
fairly honest financial basis and efficient man- 
agement, are suffering, like all business concerns, 
from increased cost of maintenance and opera- 
tion. 

St. Louis is facing a crisis of this kind in our 
street railway service. The strike of the carmen 
for the right to organize a union and bargain 
collectively was settled by the United Railway 
Co.’s yielding to their demand. Now the ques- 
tion of increasing wages and improving working 
conditions is up for settlement. It must be sat- 
isfactorily adjusted by arbitration within a rea- 
sonable time. : 7 

The company confesses utter inability to pay 
its fixed charges and meet wage increases with 
the rising cost of materials. We know that the 
United Railways is suffering from an orgy of 
loot and of overcapitalization. We know it is 
carrying an excess burden of bonds and excess 
expense for electricity. But the company and the 
public is confronted by a condition, not a theory. 

The company’s plan is to meet the emergency 
by an increase of fares or a charge for transfers, 
or both, It is asking the State Public Service 
Commission to authorize a fare increase. The 
city is combatting the petition. 

We believe there ought to be a fair readjust- 
ment of wages and conditions of labor to meet 
the high cost of living without impairment of 
service. The employes must be kept at work, 
efficiently with adequate wages and the service 
kept going. 

Cannot the emergency needs of the company be 
met otherwise than by increasing fares and thus 
laying additional burdens upon the public, espe- 
cially wage-earners who are already heavily bur- 
dened? Increasing fares should be the last re- 
sort. ’ 

Would it not be better for the city to yield the 
revenues derived from special taxes, temporarily, 
at least, for the purpose of meeting the emer. 
gency? The city might suspend for the period 
erty-taxes, on condition that the yielded revenue 
be devoted to wages and service. 

Why should the city take revenue from the 
company’s earnings—which it can spare by prac-

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JUNKERISM SELF-DEFINED. 

Leaders of the junker or land-owners’ party of 
Germany were talking among themselves at the 
annual meeting of the Agrarian Society at Ber- 
lin and they talked frankly. No foreign inter- 
pretation of the junker spirit and purpose. has 
shown them in a more repulsive light. Indeed, an 
allied commentator might be accused of enemy 
prejudice and exaggeration who asserted that 
such sentiments survived after nearly four years 
of war. 

Germany's great weakness was described as a 
lack of ‘‘a healthy national selfishness!" Democ- 
racy was held up as per se the most appalling 
of modern plagues and curses. Bethmann-Holl- 
weg, who would be denied any representative ca- 
pacity in any modern self-governing state, was 
unsparingly abused as an enemy of the father- 
land because he has a few gleams of liberalism 
and a faint consciousness of what the future has 
in store. A Chancellor after the war would be 
misfit who would not be shot at by some of his 
own people, oppressed with a. sense of the intol- 
erable wrong he had inflicted. And he must do’ 
some shooting. 

Juygkerism self-defined holds that Germany’s 
only hope is a strong monarchy and an unim- 
paired army. But what have the strong monarchy 
and unimpaired army brought Germany to date? 
Greater woes than it has endured since the Thirty 
Years’ War. The righteous hatred of all civiliza- 
tion. An odium which no German living today 
will ever outlive and which will endure for gen- 
erations, 

If junkerism looks on these things as mere ab- 
stractions—as junkerism probably does—things 
not to be weighted for a moment against possible 
winnings in land-grabbing gambles, other ca- 
lamities impend on whose inevitable coming junk- 
erism already looks with dread. The destruc- 
tion that follows closely after the gods send mad- 
ness cannot be long delayed, The German state 
as shaped by those who created its army and 
are the chief supports of its strong monarchy 
has been brought close to ruin. Detested democ- 
racy ‘fs about to triumph over junkerism. 
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WHAT COULD BELGIUM DO? 

Chancellor von Hertling suggests that the Bel- 
gian Government might make some proposition 
that would insure Belgium against “becoming 
the objector jumping-off ground of enemy machi- 
nations” in future years. 

This harks back to the old claim of Germany 
that Belgium had a secret understanding with 
Great Britain inimical to Germany. It also sug- 
gests the other claim of the German war party 
that the German invasion of Belgium only fore- 
stalled the invasion of*that country by French 
troops, to get at Germany by making Belgium 
the road.

5 Union Pacific and Several Other Favorites Score 
Wide Gains for the Day—I ndustrial Stocks 
Show Irregular Changes.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 27,—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view ‘today, says 

“On a moderate amount of business, 
Prices on the Stock Exchange contin- 
ued the upward movement of yester- 
day. Nothing was added to the sit- 
uation by the day's news, and the 
trend of prices was largely dictated 


by the already familiar factors in the 


financial outlook. 

“Wall Street was disposed to ques- 
tion the effectiveness of any eleventh- 
hour resistance which mikht be of- 
fered by the disorganized Russian 
armies to the German forces. At all 
events, the period of turmoil and per- 
haps of guerilla warfare which might 
ensue was recognized as having its 
bearing on the number of men who 
might be transferred to the Western 
front. Russia, in itg vast undevel- 
oped expanses, promised to present 
a different problem to the conqueror 
than that of compast and highly or- 
ganized Belgium. 

“Buch sentiment as found voice on 
Wall Street, however, took its cue 
rather from expectéd developments at 
home, than from the possibilities 
abroad. Railway shares advanced in 
view of the approaching enactment 
of the railway control bill, which 
Will help to clear up dividends tomor- 
row, 

Wall Street as a whole has regard- 
€d the possibilities of inflation con- 
tained in the pending industrial fi- 
hance bill with the equanimity; in 
the potential if not 


looked upon as positively beneficial. 
Much will depend upon the wise ad- 
ministration of the law. 

“Movements in the foreign ex- 
change market were not large. Rates 
went somewhat against Italy and 
Spain. There was also a movement 
of 2 points against Switzerland, 
which was interesting in connection 
with the fact that $6,000,000 of Swiss 
Government ‘notes fell due and will 
be paid on Friday.
